1924. the 
net debt was $2,389,000,000. During 
Jwne last year there was an increase 
In the net debt of 84,848.729. During 
Juae this year there was a decrease 
in the net debt of $175,000. 

Current revenue for the first three 
months of the present financial year 
shows an increuse of $3,000,000 over 
the first quarter of last year, and 
current expenditures a decrease of 
$2,000,000. although this is chiefly 
In pensions. Customs revenue had 


quite a recovery during June, if com¬ 
pared with June last year. Last 
months customs revenue was $10,- 
700.000.' against $8.NOO.OOO in June 
1924. an Increase of rather more than 
$2,000,000 For the three months 
ended Jurfe 30. 1925. the customs 

revenue was $31,100,000. For the eor- 
reapondlng three mohths ,of 1924 it 
was $29,000,000.
